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A German working in the barracks installation at Dernburg (' 52 /d ?6) 
stated that, from 3 to Hi February 1952, about one third of the engineer 
unit in the installation was rotated, for one-week training cycles. ' The 
cycles were allegedly conducted in Magdeburg or Rosslau;, .Source believed 
that the troops went to Magdeburg because he found a streetcar ticket from 
that city in the billeting area. During the first half of February., the 
troops in Bernburg practiced with radio sets, AT rifles and rapid-fire ana 
in the barracks yard. Once, about 60 soldiers were seen, constructing a light
